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Material is picked by an artist; the 
sides are cut by the record company; 
the record is released. That’s when the 
work really begins. Many great records 
are lost in the shuffle. Sometimes they 
just don’t get enough air-plays — word 
about the new release doesn’t get out 
to enough folks in the trade — and 
boom — it fizzles. That’s why the pro- 
motion department of a record company 
is so important. They see to it that 
every record released under their ban- 
ner gets a fair chance at making the 
grade.

They, like all other disc firms, have a 
very active promotion department —

This is the story of a fellow who has 
had a top rated show in four different 
big cities, on four different radio sta- 
tions, without ever changing jobs! 

Huge, curly haired Don Loughnane 
came to KOWH, Omaha shortly after 
that station was purchased by Todd 
Storz (the driving force behind the 
Storz Stations). Loughnane actually 
started with a hillbilly show in 1950, 
and was then given a show from twelve 
noon until two o’clock, aptly called “The 
Don Loughnane Show”, which was to 
become a favorite in four cities. Three 
months after his show hit the air in 
Omaha, it was in a strong first place. 
It continued there until 1953 when 
Storz bought WTIX in New Orleans. 
Loughnane went to the crescent city, 
two months later, the same story — 
first place with a faithful audience. 
In January, 1956, the Storz Stations 
acquired WDGY in Minneapolis-St. 
Paul, and almost immediately the 12 
noon ’til 2 o’clock portion of the twin 
cities radio day belonged to Mr. “D.L.”. 
Finally in June, 1957, Loughnane was 
moved to the Storz flag-ship station, 
WHEB in Kansas City. Again it was the 
Don Loughnane Show from twelve un- 
til two. 

Surprisingly enough, Loughnane’s 
greatest public recognition came not 
from his amazing ability as a disc 
jockey, but from one of the most un- 
usual and hazardous radio news jobs 
ever undertaken. It was in 1952 that 
Storz assigned Loughnane to expose 
via radio, some of the underworld of 
Omaha, Nebraska. Although the city 
was far from being wide open, it was 
known that a good number of gambling 
operations and unlawful after-hours 
liquor dens were in operation. Don 
Loughnane with the aid of a tiny wire 
recorder which he wore under his 
clothes and a microphone concealed in 
a wrist watch, made the rounds of the 
illegal spots, recording damning evi- 
dence. It shook Omaha to its core. 
Loughnane received threatening phone 
calls and letters from all over the 
country. The overall effect of “Omaha 
After Dark”, as Loughnane called the 
program, was the opening of Omaha’s 
seedier side for all to see. The publie 
was aroused and their concern was 
speedily noted by city officials. 

Loughnane is a 6 ft. 4% in. giant 
(220 lbs.) who has few interests out- 
side the radio field. “I sincerely like 
my audiences, I try to reflect this ad- 
miration in every word I say on the 
air. I think probably that people have 
caught this, and have been kind enough 
to return it in some small way” — this 
is what Don has to say!

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Each day, along about three in the 
afternoon, Connecticut’s favorite voice, 
by choice is boomed out over the WAVZ 
airwaves, emenating from New Haven, 
Conn. The owner of the voice is one 
Mr. Tiny Markle who, for four hours, 
does his deejay stint in a manner which 
has won him the distinction of becoming 
Connecticut’s favorite voice. In many a 
census taken around these parts in 
which radio listeners were asked which 
radio voice they preferred listening to, 
nine out of ten times the answer was 
Tiny Markle. In addition to his daily 
afternoon session, Tiny is the host of 
the Saturday Night Record Hop heard 
from 8:00 p.m. till 12:00 midnight, on 
which he programs the hits as re- 
quested from his thousands of listeners. 
The Record Hop is co-sponsored by 
Cutler’s, New England’s largest Record 
Store and by Pepsi Cola. With Tiny at 
the mike it is fast becoming the most 
popular dise show on the air waves. 


Several years ago when WAVZ was 
just a baby-station, only a few months 
old, Tiny Markle joined the staff as an 
announcer. It wasn’t too long before he 
had his own show, and the famous 
Markle voice was soon to become the 
choice of the entire Connecticut radio 
audience who were shouting for “More 
Markle”. And sure enough they got 
more Markle as he was given more 
radio time to display his wares. 


Shortly thereafter, Tiny became Pro- 
gram Director for WAVZ and has 
Guarter-backed the staff into becoming 
one of the most winning deejay teams 
in the Eastern section of the country. 


Speaking of quarter-backing (Tiny 
was a tackle) Mr. Markle was one of the 
better football players to have grad- 
uated from New Haven’s Hillhouse

Along about now most of you are 
probably wondering where the genial 
deejay picked up the “Tiny” moniker. 
That goes back to his football days —_ 
Irwin (his real name) was one of the 
biggest members of the squad and so, 
the nick-name Tiny, was a natural. He 
was dubbed Tiny by his teammates and 
the name stuck. Well over six feet tall 
and tipping the scales at a point over 
the two-hundred pound mark, Tiny is, 
indeed, a big man — but not only big in 
size. He’s big in ratings, has 5 hie

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In a profession that is generally 
characterized by the bizarre, flamboy- 
ant personality, Earle Pudney, WGY 
Schenectady’s top platter man, is an 
exception. A small quiet man, Earle 
has a warm sincere personality that 
wins friends and builds an audience 
without resorting to gimmicks and 
stunts. His nine years of platter spin- 
ning attest to the fact that Earle’s 
friendly, genuine style wears well. This 
personality, plus his talent for picking 
records makes the Earle Pudney Show 
(4:05 to 5:45 p.m. Monday thru Friday) 
a must for listeners in the Northeast- 
ern New York and Western New Eng- 
land area. 


Earle’s sensitive taste and profes- 
sional judgement in the field of popular 
music is not something you come by 
overnight. The year 1932 marked his 
debut in broadcasting at Station WIBX, 
Utica. Then followed stints with Muzak 
Corp., in Cleveland, Production Man- 
ager at WATL, Atlanta and WAGA, 
Atlanta, Producer at WIOD, Miami, 
and finally WGY in 1942. After tours 
as Assistant Program Manager and 
Supervisor of Production, Earle decided 
he wanted more time behind the mike 
and less behind the desk, and in Sep- 
tember 1949 started the “Earle Pudney 
Show”. Originally a morning show, it 
featured Earle at the piano with live 
music as well as recorded. Since last 
June, Earle has held down the key 
4:05 to 545 p.m. slot. No “top 40 man”, 
Earle avoids most “R ’n’ R” except the 
very few that meet the high music 
standards he has set for his show. A 
typical Pudney show will offer the 
listener a complete selection of the 
latest in the jazz idiom from the prog- 
ressives to pop singers, plus interviews 
with “name” personalities in the pop- 
ular music world. In the past six 
months, Earl’s audience has heard him 
exchange banter and shop talk with 
Johnny Hartman, Bobby Hackett, 
Archie Blyer and Manny Albam. It all 
adds up to an hour and three quarters 
of balanced musical programming with 
the accent on quality. 


Paralleling Earle’s popularity on 
radio is his established position as a 
TV personality on WGY’s sister station 
WRGB. Forsaking his records for his 
piano, Earle has been displaying his 
virtuosity to do a once a week quarter 
hour show. When the vocalist left for 
greener fields, Earle continued the show 
on his own and built up a four man 
combo that is in constant demand 
for dance dates throughout the area. 
The once a week stint continued until 
the beginning of this year when Earle 
and his group were put on across the 
board Monday thru Friday during the 
supper hour. 

His popularity as a top-flight radio 
and TV personality has made him a 
“must” when the lists are drawn up 
for supporters of community activities. 
In 1952 he was named Chairman for 
The New York Herald Tribune Fresh 
Air Fund’s Radio And TV Committee. 
Somehow, despite the many duties this 
post entailed, he found the time to com- 
pose a theme song, “Friendly Town”, 
for the Fund. Since 1952, he has con- 
tinued to remain active in various cap- 
acities for the Fresh Air Fund. In 
addition to this activity, he makes fre- 
quent appearances on his own time and 
at his own expense at veterans’ hos- 

itals throughout the area, and has 
Ran an issue of THE BRAILLE MUSI- 
CIAN dedicated to him in appreciation 
for his outstanding efforts in behalf of 
The American Record Club For The 
Blind. 

All in all, Mr. Pudney definitely 
deserves his title of “Earl Of Schenect- 
ady Radio”.

Here the difference becomes more 


evident. Frankie Vaughan was born 
in a tough section of Liverpool. His 
parents were both working and he was 
brought up by his grandmother. The 
slums of Liverpool were a _ breeding 
ground for hoodlums and vice, and 
Frankie early developed the powerful 
physique and fighting prowess that has 
since carried him to top ranks as an 
amateur boxer and wrestler. 


It wasn’t too hard for a fast-moving, 
handsome, two-fisted youngster to go 
astray and Frankie probably would have 
if it had not been for the local Boy’s 
Club of England. Later on, in the ser- 
vice, Frankie started the singing career 
that since rewarded him with six hit 
records, international acclaim as a 
performer in movies, TV and on stage 
and the 1957 English Variety Club a- 
ward as “Personality of The Year”. 


To Frankie, though, it was that 
chance that he got at the “Boy’s Club” 
as a teenager that was the most im- 
portant step in his career. Today the 
“Boy’s Club” has become his pet charity. 
Frankie feels that since it is the teen- 
ager who creates the record stars, a 
recording star owes the teenagers his 
loyalty; not just an occasional nod, but 
active and sincere support for causes 
like -the Police Athletic League, the 
Boy’s Clubs of America and any inter- 
denominational charity that deals with 
youth.

There’s a “boy-next-door” quality to 
the young singing sensation Tommy 
Leonetti, whom VIK is proud to have 
as one of its recording artists. His ap- 
peal runs the gamut from the teenage 
“steady-bait” to Mom, herself. Why? 
Because Tommy’s strong family and 
religious ties have molded him into a 
deeply honest, warm, easy-going fellow, 
and all of this comes right across when 
he sings. As a result, his voice is a 
beautiful blend of warm mellow tones, 
easy projection and sincere emotion. 

Born in North Bergen, New Jersey 
twenty-seven years ago, he is the 
youngest of nine children. In Cliffside, 
New Jersey where the family migrated, 
he soon became known as the “Leonetti 
kid with the voice”. Especially, since 
the day (at the budding age of eight) 
he won first prize in a singing contest. 
That day Tommy made his decision. 
“Singing for his supper” would be his 
lot.

In 1946 at the age of sixteen Tommy 
first “wet his feet” in the world of

astor and his band were appearing at 
the Paramount in New York, Tommy 
luckily managed to get back-stage to 
give Pastor a record he had cut with 
his four sisters, Etta, Kay, Sandy and 
Jackie. The songs were “Juke Box 
Saturday Night” and “There Are Such 
Things”. Tommy says, “Never under- 


estimate the power of the recorded 


voice, it got me my first job”. The 
group, calling themselves the “Tune 
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Timers”, were a member of Tony 
Pastor’s band until one of Tommy’s 
sisters left to get married and another 
became ill. Tommy went on to join 
Charlie Spivak as a male vocalist, and 
later started making recordings. These 
“band” experiences lasted about six 
years, 

In between engagements Tommy lent 
a strong, helping hand to his brothers 
who were in the fuel oil business with 
their dad. Tommy, six-foot, 178-pound 
frame clad in denim overalls, would go 
“whistling while he worked”. Little did 
his customers know that their oil was 
being delivered by a future star. 

On television Tommy was the featur- 
ed singer on the Johnny Carson Show. 
In the fall of 1956 Tommy joined Fred 
Waring’s Pennsylvanians as a “guest 
star” on their nation-wide popular con- 
cert tour. 

Today his night-club act has brought 
him to many of the top supper clubs 
and night-clubs throughout the country. 

Now Tommy has “arrived” — out of 
one-hundred top male vocalists, Tommy 
was chosen to become a permanent 
member of the new “Hit Parade” 
family. And you can rest assured that 
he was chosen not only for his great 
vocal talent, but for all the qualities 
that make up “one” Tommy Leonetti. 

Now recording on the VIK_ label, 
Tommy is headed straight to the top, 
and we’re sure it won’t be long before 
he’ll get to sing his own VIK release 
“In My Life” on the Hit Parade TV 
Show.
